Big Nazi Drive 
Forces Tito Back 


LONDON, Jan. 12 (UP):—Yugo- 
slav Partisans admitted a German 
breakthrough in the defenses of 
their capital of Jajce today. 

The German drive from Banja 
Luka was revealed by a Yugoslav 
communique Sunday to have been 
opened almost simultaneously with a 
Partisan retreat from that rail cen- 
ter after a week of heavy fighting in 
the streets. The partisans retreated 
southward to Jaice after retiring 


from Banja Luka, which is head-

The Partisans said that strong 
German tank forces had broken 
through toward their capita] from 
the north, and that heavy fighting 
was in progress on the Jajce-Mrko- 
niegrad railway, with the enemy 
“suffering heavy losses.”

DISPATCH from Moscow announces the capture of the junc- 
ae tion and strong-point of Sarny. This means that from now 
on if the Germans, for instance, want to borrow a division from 
von Rluge's Central Front and send it to von Mannstein on the 
Southern Front, they have to route it this way: from Minsk to 
° Baranovichi, to Brest-Litovsk, to Kowel, to 
Lyov, to Tarnopol, to Proskurov and to Zhmer- 
inka. Such a route is made necessary by the

fact that the junction of Shepetovka is no 
longer safe for large-scale transport move- 
ments, because it is less than 20 miles from 
the front line. 

Important as the capture of Sarny is, we 
still maintain, as we did the day after Christ- 
mas, that General Vatutin’s center of gravity 
remains along the southern operational difection where a stra- 
tegic decision is possible with the cutting of the Lvov-Odessa 
line. This is where the real hub of the situation is. 

In this sector the Red Army vanguards east of the Kazatin- 
Zhmerinka line are probing the Bug which covers the Lvov-Odessa 
railway along a line several hundred miles long (a detailed analysis 
of the Bug as a natural barrier will appear in the Sunday Worker). 
West of the Kazatin-Zhmerinka line Vatutin’s center advances 
against fierce German opposition toward Khmelnik. 

Under these circumstances the stubborn stand of the Germans 
in the Kanev-Zvenigorodka area is quite amazing, especially after 
the experience they had a few days ago north of Kirovograd where 
five divisions were .wiped out; 293 tanks, 300 guns, 450 machine 
' guns, 100 armored cars and close to 1,000 motor vehicles destroyed, 
and 150 tanks, 190 guns, 240 mortars, 430 machine-guns, 2,000 
motor vehicles and 19 stores captured. In view of the fact that 
German divisions are greatly depleted, both in men and equip- 
: ment, the number of tanks destroyed and captured accounts for 

approximately the armament of the remnants of three Panzer 
divisions (in this connection it was amusing to note last Monday’s 
croaking. and rasping by Mr. Kaltenborn anent the fact that “no 
tanks had been captured by the Russians at Kirovograd.” Mr. 
Kaltenborn was either intentionally prevaricating, or he simply 
had not read the communique which two hours before his broad- 
cast had already announced that 90 tanks had been captured at 
Kirovograd; the number has since been increased to 150).

Maritime Union and 
stitute, the NMU established that 
annual wages for seamen averaged 
only $1,677.14, including bonuses and 
every other type of payment, ex- 
clusive of food and lodging on board 
ship. 4 

These startling low wages of only 
832.25 per week for merchant sea - 
men wiio have suffered four times 
as many casualties, proportionately 
as all of the armed services, were re- 
vealed in an impartial study made 
by the United Seamen’s Service. The 
USS is a semi-governmental agency 
whose executive committee is com- 
posed of members of the U. S. War 
Shipping Administration, the ship- 
owners and the maritime unions, 


MAKE SEAMEN SURVEY 
The USS study of “Unemployment, 


17th Street, New York City. A ran- 
dom sample of 100 active unlicensed 
seamen in the Deck, Engine, and 
Stewards’ Departments was studied. 
The seamen's answer to an income 
questionnaire were combined with | 
the data on average monthly earn- 
ings prepared by the Recruitment 
and Manning Organization of the 
War Shipping Administration. 

The study showed that average 
earnings for deck department men 
were $1,691.89 annually, $32.65 
weekly; engine department, $1,672.23 


annually, 332.16 weekly; stewards 
department, $1,677.23 annually, 
$32.06 weekly. 


In commenting on the average in- 
come of $1,677.14, the director of the 
study makes this observation: 

“It may be of interest to note that 
the annual income of the lowest paid 
army private has been estimated by 
Federal authorities to be equivalent 
to $1,700 a year when consideration 
is given to the value of food, shelter. 
clothing and equipment, medical, 
dental and hospital care, and sav- 
ings on other personal expenses.” 

Figures of earnings in shipyards 
may also be of interest. The most 
recent report by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor shows the average 
weekly earnings of all wage workers 
in the industry group ‘shipbuilding 
and boatbuilding’ as $60.62 for a 
work week which averages 47.7 
hours. 


BLAST BIG PAY MYTH 
The study destroys the commonly 
held notion that American seamen 
are unattached workers with no 
family responsibilities. The fact is 
that on their $32.25 per week 45 per 


cent of the seamen must support 
families. The report says: 

“Forty-five per cent, therefore, 
are reported as supporting families 
consisting of wives or children or 
both.” 

In making the study public, Jo- 
seph Curran, president of the NMU 
said: 

“These figures for average annual 
income for merchant seamen, com- 
piled by an impartial semi-govern- 
mental agency, should put an end 
once and for all time to the charges 
of excessively high wages made by 
uninformed persons and irrespor- 
sible labor-haters. 

“This study gives the facts. Con- 

‘\trary to popular opinion, merchant 
seamen are’ paid much less than 
shoreside industry. Their pay par- 
allels closely that of the men in the 
armed forces. We call upon these 
newspapers and radio commentators 
who consciously or unconsciously 
have spread the myth of high wages 
for seamen to tell the public the 
truth.” 
Westbrook Pegler is the most con- 
spicuous of tle ,anti-labor propa- 
gandists who never tire in efforts to 
picture the seaman as living the life 
of Reilly.

tude, which threatens to undermine 
our basic concepts of democracy.“ 
He said that national service leg- 
lation will not solve manpower 
problems“ and will not prevent 
strikes.“ 

The AFL head said that labor is 
“agreed that strikes should not oc- 
cur during the war emergency and 
that it is our solemn duty to pre- 
vent them.” 

The Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee promptly began hearings on 
the Austin-Wadsworth National Ser- 
vice bill this morning, with Senator 
Warren Austin of Vermont, co- 
sponsor of the measure, as the first 
witriess. 

Senator Austin maintained that 
his bill fulfilled in every respect the 
provisions asked for by the Presi- 
dent. 

But it was noted that the Austin- 
Wadsworth bill provides for admin- 
istration of National Service legis- 
lation by Selective Service. 

This would increase still further 
the administrative tangle created 
by separation of manpower func- 
tions between the War Manpower 
Commission and Selective’ Service. 
Labor leaders fear that the Aus- 
tin- Wadsworth bill would jeopardize 
union shop arrangeménts now ex- 
isting by requiring that workers 
drafted to work in war industry 
maintain the choice as to whether 
to join or not to join unions. 


DEFEATIST MANEUVER 


Senator Robert Rice Reynolds, 
defeatist chairman. of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, is anx- 
ious to push through a quick vote 
in order to defeat any National Ser- 
vice legislation. 

He is supported by other defeat- 
ists on the committee such as Sen- 
ator Edwin C. Johnson of Colorado 
who recently assailed the alleged 
proportion of American and British 
troops in the forthcoming invasion 
of the continent. 

On the other hand, grave doubts 
about National Service legislation 
were expressed by win - the- war 
members of the committee such as 
Senator Harley Kilgore, West Vir- 
ginia Democrat. 

And supporting a National Ser- 
vice Act, primarily as a potential 
anti-labor weapon, is Senator Rufus 
C. Holman, Oregon defeatist. 

The line-up on both sides of the 
issue in the Senate is extremely 
confused, and still fluid. So far 
sentiment on the Military Affairs 
Committee seems largely against 
National Service legislation at this 
time. 

Julius Emspak, secretary-treas- 
urer of the CIO United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers, yes- 
terday wired President Roosevelt 
congratulations on his “masterful 


address” and asserted that a Na- 
tional Service Act could only be a 
part of an entire program of eco- 
nomic stabilization and a stronger 
home front. 

“All win-the-war forces of our 
country will support your fight to 
establish total mobilization of our 
resources to carry through the tre- 
mendous offensive which must move 
speedily to final victory over our 
enemies,” Emspak wired. 

“We believe that the program 

enunciated in your report will re- 
ceive widest support among our 
people. It is our hope that you 
will ,give determined leadership to 
our nation to carry through that 
program, to strengthen our home 
front, remove inequities and stop 
any attempts to thwart a total eco- 
nomic program. 
“We believe with you that the 
enactment of national service legis- 
lation, in the absence of a stabilized 
national ‘economy, can lead only to 
chaos and disunity.”

POST-WAR JOB PROGRAM 
Indicating the conference ap- 
proach to post-war reconstruction, 
Mr. Hillman said: 

“The CIO Political Action Com- 
mittee believes that full employment 
—jobs for all—is the one and only 
basis for a secure and 9 
America. 

Our service men, our 
our farmers, our small business men, 
our professional and white collar 
workers want the answer to the 
question of full employment. 

Industry has failed to give that 
answer. The recent congress of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers was told by Alfred P. Sloan, 
Jr., chairman of the board of Gen- 
jeral Motors, to expect a post-war 
national income of 100 billion dollars 
a year. Such a national income 
would result in a minimum of 10 to 
15 million unemployed. 

“Mr, Sloan may believe that 12 
million young Americans, an entire 
generation, are fighting for the 
right to stand in breadlines in De- 
troit, in Pittsburgh, or in Boston. 
We think that Mr. Sloan has prob- 
ably underestimated this generation 
of Americans. 

“It is our belief that our service 
men, our workers, our farmers; the 
American people as a whole, want 
an economy of full employment, of 
jobs, decent jobs and incomes for 
all, 

“It is our hope that the CIO con- 
ference on full employment will 
begin to give the amswer to this 
common objective of all Americans. 
“We need to survey our past ac- 
complishments in the nation’s war 
effort, to face squarely the prob- 
lems which will beset the nation in 
the coming year. 

“Leading Americans in many 
walks of life have been invited to 
participate in this conference. They 
and the CIO Political Action Com- 
mittee recognize that full employ- 
ment is the joint responsibility of 
all groups in American life. 

“Full use of our productive capa- 
city and manpower is not of con- 
cern to labor alone; on the con- 
trary, the welfare of all Americans 
is at stake. 

“The CIO Political Action Com- 
mittee has and does stand ready to 
work with all groups in American 
life for this common objective. 

“We need now to dedicate our 
hearts, our wills and our minds to 
this kind of an America for which 
millions are working, for which 
hundreds of thousands will make 
the final sacrifice.”

1 overwhelming mass of the organized 

labor movement together with the great 
majority of our citizenry are greeting the 
President's message to Congress with hearty 
approval. They see in it a call for united 
action to fulfill Tehran's promise of a speedy 
victory over the Axis and a peaceful and 
orderly post-war world, with greater secur- 
ity to our people as indicated in the Presi- 
dent’s new “Bill of Rights.” 


Already the defeatist and reactionary 
forces of the country, of whom the Presi- 
dent warned in his message, have begun 
their campaign to sabotage his win-the-war 
proposals. These forces are not only the 
enemies of national unity and of our nation’s 
war policies, they are also the worst enemies 
of labor. And now they are attempting 
demagogically to stimulate the doubts and 
unclarities that éxist in the ranks of labor 
regarding the President’s proposal for a 
natiofial service act. Their purpose clearly 
is to defeat the President’s whole victory 
program which labor enthusiastically sup- 


ports. 

Despite whatever doubts and fears may exist re- 
garding service act legislation, labor should approach 
the President’s proposal with the understanding that 
the President's objective here is to smash the de- 
featist conspiracy against the national war effort and 
to promote the unity of labor, farmers, middle classes, 
patriotic capitalists and our men and. women in the 
armed forces—a unity essential to victory and a peace- 
ful progressive post-war America. Defeatists and re- 
actionaries, on the other hand aim at demagogically 
using the President's proposal for a service act, in 
order to create confusion in the ranks of labor and 
bring about a rift between labor and the President. 
In this way they hope to foist defeatist policies on 
the nation. 

The labor movement fully accepts the principle 
embodied in the President’s proposal that every able- 
bodied adult shall serve the nation’s war effort where 
he or she is most needed, whether in the armed 
forces or on the home front. But labor has certain 
justifiable fears that the anti-Roosevelt coalition in 
Congress which stabotaged the President’s stabiliza- 
tion program while only the wage policy was enforced, 
will use such legislation to weaken labor, undermine 
living standards and thus actually hurt our war 
effort. Labor is also fearful that open shop employers 
will try to use such legislation for similar purposes. 
The widely publicized Austin-Wadsworth Bill, in fact, 
would have just this effect. 


But the President’s proposal does not in any way 
imply an endorsement of this reactionary sponsored 
bill. The President has furthermore definitely stated 
that his approval of such a bill is contingent upon 
Congress passing the whole of his five-point wartime 
legislative program. This program would curb war 
profiteering and protect labor’s living standards 
through a tax program based on ability to pay and 
turcush a victory food program that would result in 
a rollback in prices and more effective price control. 
The President also stated that such a service act 
would protect wages, working conditions and the 
rights of organization of labor without any curtail- 
ment of collective bargaining. 


The general objectives of organized labor, 
as shown by CIO President Philip Murray’s 


warm endorsement of the President's mes- 


sage, are the same as those of the President. 
It is our opinion, therefore, that labor’s fears 
regarding the proposed service act could 
be met if the representatives of labor, of the 
White House, the win-the-war forces in Con- 
gress and patriotic employers would get to- 
gether and work out the necessary measures, 


legislative or otherwise, to meet the Presi- 


dent’s aims and answer labor’s fears. 
This could greatly strengthen national 


unity within the nation. At the same time 


it would prevent the reactionary and de- 
featist forces from either using the servieé 
act proposal to divide labor from the Presi- 
dent or enacting legislation that would be 
anti-labor in intent as against the high pur- 


Marxism Arms Communists to 
Meet and Solve Issues Today

Concluding remarks at the 
close of the meeting of the Na- 
tional Committee of the Com- 
munist Party, Jan. 9, 1944, 


R the first time we are meeting 

and solving problems for which 
there are no precedents in history 
and no formulas from the classics 
which give us the answer. Per- 
haps we could say that our Party 
is fully standing on its own feet/ 
for the first time. We are seek- 
ing the answers to this new period 
in what, I think, we are all con- 
vinced is the richt direction; and 
we are confident that we are really 
getting our fingers into these prob- 
lems and beginning to control 
them. It seems to me that at this 
Plenum we have demonstrated the 
highest stage of maturity that our 
Party has ever reached. 

I was especially pleased with 
Bob Minor’s contribution to the 
discussion because it was a living 
example of how to make use of 
the classics of Marxism for the 
new period, without falling into 
formulas and the searching for 
formulas. 

I think we must emphasize more 
than ever the tremendous value of 
the classics of Marxism in arming 
ourselves to meet and solve the 
mew and unprecedented problems. 
Marxism never was a series of 
dogmas and formulas; it never was 
a catalogue of prohibitions listing 
the things we must not do irre- 
spective of new developments and 
new situations; it does not tell us 
that things cannot be done; it tells 
us how to do the things that have 
to be done, the things that history 
has posed as necessary and indis- 
pensable tasks. Marxism is a 
theory of deeds, not of don’ts. 
Marxism is therefore a positive, 
dynamic, creative force, and it is 
such a great social power precisely 
because, as a scientific outlook 
and method, it takes living reali- 
ties as its starting point. It has 


always regarded the scientific 
knowledge of the past as a basis 
for meeting the new and un- 
precedented problems of the pres- 
ent and the future. And the 
largest problems today are new in 
a very basic sense. 

We have more than ever the 
task to refresh ourselves in the 
great tradition of Marxism, com- 
pletely freeing ourselves from the 
last remnants of the dogmatic and 
schematic approach. Marxism is 
the science of the transition to 
Socialism.

T was Marx and Engels who 

transformed Socialism from 3 
utopia into a science, from an in- 
spiring dream grounded only in 
the desire for a better life into a 
mighty movement powered by the 
material and objective necessities 
of social development. That trans- 
formation from utopianism has a 
lesson we have to relearn today in 
the light of the new world situa- 
tion. Basically, that lesson is that 


Socialism arises out of the develop- 


ment of existing society which 
creates certain necessities that 
ultimately press the great masses 
of people to take the path of So- 
cialism, These necessities exist in- 
dependently of our thinking, but 
when we understand how the 
process works we can greatly facili- 
tate and speed it up. In fact, our 
understanding and our thinking 
become a great and decisive fac- 
tor in turning what history has 
made objectively possible into ac- 
tual reality, but our thinking is 
never an independent factor; and 
by thinking alone 
change the course of history. We 
can de the course of history 
only we understand the basic 
forces of history that exist out- 
side of our own minds. 

We have to be humble and learn 
from history; we have to learn 
from facts and never try to im- 
pose our preconceptions upon mis - 
tory. That is one of the first ‘es- 
sons of Marxism, which we have to 
relearn afresh if we are to make 
the fullest possible use of this tre- 
mendous intellectual arsenal that 
has been given to us by the great 
thinkers and leaders of the Social- 
ist-Communist movement. We can-

ORTUNATELY even these new 

things in history do not present 
themselves unannounced; almost 
always they knock on the door be- 
fore they come in. That is why 
we were not entirely unprepared 
in this Plenum for the decisions 
that we are making, unprecedented 
as these decisions are, True, ac- 
cording to all of the text books 
of the past, we are departing from 
orthodoxy, because none of our 
text books foresaw or predicted a 
long period of peaceful relations 
in the world before the general 
advent of Socialism. But now we 
are setting our course to realize 
the possibilities inherent in the 
present situation of what would 
have been described in the past as 
an evolutionary development of the 
transition  period—provided, of 
course, that we can successfully 
meet our responsibilities. 

This is possible because the price 
in blood and struggle has been paid 
ir. advance in this terrific war, and 
because we already have a firm 
bastion and fortress of Socialism 
established in the Soviet Union 
during twenty-six years of the most 


~ heroic and intelligent construction 


which the history of humanity has 
ever regorded. 

We are not prepared to give any 
broad theoretical generalizations for 
this périod. But we know, as we go 
into it boldly, without the slightest 
hesitation that we are firmly guided 


by the theoretical heritage of Marx- 
ism and that the Teh Declapa- 
tion which was signed by ill, 


Roosevelt and the great Marxist 
Stalin represents the only program 
in the interest of the toiling masses 
of the whole world in the next 
period. We could not do more. than 
give general intimations of the pos- 
sibilities of such a period. We could 
not unconditionally throw our 
forces into this new period while 
it was still merely a possibility, but 
now that this possibility has been 
confirmed by the agreement of 
Tehran, we know we can feel ab- 
solutely 
crossed the border-line from the 
past and have definitely entered the 
present, 

When we speak of the Tehran 
agreement we must understand that 
it was an agreement among the rul- 
ing classes of three great powerful 
countries who today hold an almost 
complete monopoly of military 
power’ in the world and an over- 
whelming preponderance of eco- 
nomic power. The power behind 
that combination comes from its 


permanence, because if it would not 


be permanent it would not be pow- 
erful. The power of that combina- 
tion can only be fully realized when 
we begin to study what are the al- 
ternatives to it. Many estimable 
gentlemen today are lightheartedly 
taking potshots at the Tehran 
agreement. But I venture te predict 


face the alternative to Tehran; and 
if they don’t face it, history will 
begin to rub their noses into the 
problem and make them face it. 


aan the problems facing the 
United States without the Tehran 
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certain that we have 


hard facts are the material guar- 
antee behind the Tehran pact. 

Our confidence in this Agreement 
is buttressed not only in our high 
opinion of each of the three great 
men who brought this pact into be- 
ing, but first of all in an under- 
standing and knowledge that there 
is no other way for the world and 
that there is still intelligence 
enough left in America, despite our 
newspapers, to guarantee that our 
country will not rush headlong and 
blindly over the precipice of disaster 
that is the only alternative to Teh- 


ran. With that confidence, we can 


Le completely sure of our course. 

Our course is not easy and it will 
require political struggles for which 
we will have to find ever new means 
and forms; but these must be 
struggles for unity in the nation, 
not struggles which will break that 
unity; struggles against the enemies 
of unity and for uniting everyone 
who recognizes, even indistinctly, 
but enough to take the 
the need of going along the road 
of the Tehran Conference. 


are not in our new course en- 

tering any other party. The 
Communists are not joining the 
Democratic Party; the Communists 
are not joining the Republican 
Party. We are not endorsing either 
vf the major parties, and we are 
not condemning either of the major 
parties. We are taking the line of 
issues and not of parties and of 
choosing men as they stand for or 
against issues without regard to 
party labels. This was one of the 
biggest arguments I developed in 
my book “Victory — and After.” 
When I say that we are not en- 
tering parties or not endorsing par- 
ties, I don't mean we have any ob- 
jections to our individual members 
registering in one or the other of 
the parties when their local com- 
munity life calls for it and their 
associates and fellows are following 
that course. But I mean that the 
Communist movement and our or- 
ganization is not committed to any 
party label or any party organiza- 
tion. 

We are independent, in the same 
way as the great bulk of Amerſeu's 
independent voters who make up 
fully one-third of the total voting 
strength of the country and who 
are not committed to either of the 
major parties, though most of them 
are registered with one or the other. 
As a part of this independent 
yoters’ group, we may find our 
members registering wherever they 
think will best advance the progres- 
sive cause. That is. one of the rights 
of citizenship and our organization 
would not think of denying to any 
American the full exercise of all his 
rights as an American citizen. But 
our organization is not and will not 
be an organ on committed to 
any party; and y 
the case because of the nature of 
the two major parties.

ized channels, semi-governmental 


in their nature, through which the 
citizenry groups and regroups itself 
from election to election according 
to the leadership that is thrown up 
and the issues that are thereby de- 
veloped. 

In the general relationship of 
forces in the country, for us there 
can be no commitment to party be- 
cause that would be to commit our- 
selves to an institutionalized struc- 
ture which stands for nothing in 
particular in the political sense.

But here are two stories which give a sense 
what's been happening. In Palermo, along toward 


the end of Noveinber, the military governor, Charles 


Poletti, opened the new City Hall and hailed thé 
“rebirth of I democracy.” In a long speech, 
Poletti asserted that “new era of dignity—the dig- 

nity of free men—begins for the people of Pal- 
ermo ,..” and he then introduced the new mayor 
and the City Council, But it turned out that they 
had all been selected by Poletti himself. They were 
not open fascists, but a group of dukes, lawyers and 
men of wealth who had given support to Mussolini's 
regime, Not a single anti- fascist was among them, 


Or take what happened in Naples. The Italian. 
Communists have sharpened up their stand in the 
Committee of Liberation, without however in any 
way seeking to leave or to break up the Committee, 
as some reports have erroneously stated. Dr. Eu- 
genio Reale urged the Committee to press for the 
abdication of the King, and insisted on an immedi- 
ate purge of the fascists. Placards were published 
to this effect and posted throughout Naples—which 
got the AMG hot under the collar. Under the AMG 
conception. of democracy, such placard-posting is 


punishable by imprisonment and fines. So Dr. Reale 


presented himself before the AMG intelligence offi- 
cers and asked to be arrested. Which, of course, 


AMG dared not do to the most popular man in 


Naples. 


The senate has passed the Gillette resolution open- 
ing the way to the feeding of some of the conquered 
peoples in Europe. Both Herbert Hoover and 
Norman Thomas have been campaigning along these 
lines for two years, One experiment in feeding French 
children came to a close in Nov. 1942, when we broke 
with Vichy. Another, conducted by the Swedish and 
Swiss Red Cross still continues in Crete and Greece. 
But United Press carried an interview with a Cretan 
guerrilla leader, Knyron Samaritis, on Jan. 7, one of 
the brave band that still carries on resistance.to the 
enemy in Crete. As. reported by Henry Gorrell, this 


leader throws a bit of light on the feeding of Gréece 


and Crete when he says: “The Nazis allow the Swiss 
and Swedish Red Cross representatives to distribute 
food to the civilians but when they are gone, they de- 
mand that we surrender up to 90 per cent of the wheat 
and other food. Crete has been receiving approxi- 
mately one per cent of all the Red Cross shipments to 
Greece, which means we get next to nothing.”
